‘RUSSIA HOPES ARMY’S 
RETREAT WAS PART OF 
GENERAL STRATEGY. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 3.—A new 
| phase of the battle of Liaoyang has now 
begun. The main operations have been 
transferred to the north bank of the 
Taitse, where Gen, Kuropatkin has as- 
sumed the offensive, hurling the bulk of 
his army against Field Marshal Oyama’s 
right, under Gen Kuroki, and at the same 
time holding the Japanese center and left, 
on the other side of the river,in check with 
the force left on the south bank for that 
purpose.

It 
required néarly 2000 years for this idea 
to develop sufficient strength to enable ine 
founding’ of a government upon it. It re- 
quired the discovery of a new continent, 
thai the people who believe in it m'gnt 
sever their physical relations with the old 
regime and have the right to worship God 
according to the dictates of thelr own 
consciences. It first took form in the cab- 
in of the Mayflower, when #1 rvyal souls 
associated themselves together “into a vivil 
body politic for the glory of God and id- 
vancement of the Christian faith.’ [+ wus 
confirmed when Patrick Henry said. “Give 
me liberty or give me death.” It was 
sealed for all time when Cornwallis sur- 
rendered to. — Washington. It re- 
quired more than hundred years of pri- 
vation, or hardship, of wars with the na- 
tive tribes, and finally, the great war with 
the mother country, to make this idea tlie 
cornerstone of a nation. 

Hence, when [I say that the right of 
American citizenship is a sacred right, | 
do not use he word in the conventiwensi 
sense. I use it in its literal sense, as one 
would use it in the precincts of the »anc- 
tuary. It is for this reason that we say: 
‘The voice of the people is the voice of 
God."" That voice is uttered through the 
ballot and woe be to him who purpvusely 
falsifies that record, At some time, in 
some way, a just God will smite that man. 
Has the record ever been falsified in Mis- 
souri? Need I eall , our astentton to the 
facts which are now recognized and be- 
lieved by all men? I will make ww charges 
here tonight, but if you are in doubt, 
will ask you to read the official message 
of the governor of Missouri caifing the 
legislature of the state together in special 
session in 1895. I will ask you to read the 
editorial columns of the leading newspapers 
of both parties in Missouri. I will ask you 
to read the appeal to the people signed by 
scores of clergymen, representing ail the 
denominations. The fact of gross frauds 
at the ballot .ox in this fiate -8 cle le rger 
a question of doubt, and this | beiieve to 
be a leading cause of boodle. When a 
‘mall coterie of men, with the assistance 
of the laws of the state, can cuontruol the 
right of franchise, their feeling uf security 
makes their followers bold to commit any 
offense. They know that if the people are 
allowed to register their votes freely, and 
have them counted as registered, that the 
boodler would be scourged from. high places 
as the money changers were scourged from 
the temple ::t Jcvurs ein 

They know that the honest record of the 
votes of Missouri! would always stand for 
absolute and active honesty in public life 
and for high integrity in the public serv- 
ice, but give to any set of mén the power 
to defeat that will of the people, all sorts 
of political crimes must be expected to 
follow. Is it surprising then that both par- 
ties fee] called unon to make honesty in 
the administration of state affairs a plank 
in their platforms? Let us consider who Is 
responsible for this condition. Who have 
controlled the legislation? Who have oc- 
cupied the executive offices of the state? 
Who have controlled the election machin- 
ery’ Who have controlled the police de- 
partment of the state? Under whose patron- 
ageshave these conditions grown up? Sure- 
ly not under the patronage of the party 
represented by the men before poe tonight. 
Has not that party been warning the peo- 
ple of Missiirl tress -nanvy veirs? Nuw, 
we are warning you again. There are 
bad men in both parties. There are many 
good men in both parties, but the party 
which has controlled the affairs of the 
state for the last 30 vears must be held 
resporsible for conditions. Let us be fair; 
let us apply the same common sense to po- 
litical questions that we do to everyday 
matters. Thén we shall see that the only 
way to correct these evils is a change in 
management. Suppose the stockholders of 
an great business corporation should sud- 
denly discover that for years the affairs 
of the corporation had been so managed 
by the board af directors, the heads of de- 
partments and the general manager, that 
evils had crept into the business and had 
assumed such proportions as to endanger 
the life of the concern. What would these 
stockholders do? They would change the 
management.

They would have a 
new board of directors, new heads of de-

POLICE. 


For many years the state of Missouri 
has policed the large cities of the state 
under what is called the metropolitan 
system. In brief. this system provides 
that the governor shall appoint a board 
of police commissioners and this board 
appoints and controls the police force.

Such in brief is the Jaw of our state, our 
state whose greatness and splendor I have 
attempted in par’ to describe tonight. Is 
that a just law? Will Missourians stand for 


such a law’? Is it American in its ten- 
dencies? Does it fit the twentieth cen- 
tury? Is it fair to our cities. which

Is 
it just to that great municipelity which this 
very vear is heralding the name of Mis- 
souri to the remotest corners of the earth?

I realize that it is the duty 
of the state to see that the peace is pre- 
served in all parts of the domain. cities 
included. 
cise of this function it is the duty of the 
state to trust the people of each locality 
to preserve the peace in that locality until 
they show themselves incapable of so do- 
ing and a state which deliberately takes 
away all vestige of home rule and assumes 
the right to name the price which a locality 
shall pay for its own protection and sub- 
jects the elected officials to fine, if thev 
neglect or refuse to pay that price, will 
sometime and in some way pay the penalty 
for such an unjust and un-American pro- 
cedure. The year before this law went into 
effect the police force of . Leuis cost 
the citv $952,000. The first year after the 
law went into effect the force cost the citv 
$1,291,000. and the estimates for this fiscal 
year made by the board of police commis- 


sioners is $1,578,000. 
I believe in a strong, capable, well paid, 
well disciplined police force and dur'ng 


my ten years’ service in municipal office 
I never once refused the request of the 
board of police commissioners fur agsist- 
ance to that end. I belleve that the offi- 
cers and members of. the lise force 
should be appointed because of -heir tfit- 
ness for the service, without regard to 
their political or religious affiliations, and 
should be retained in the service so long 
as they perform well their duties as police 
officers. I believe it destroys their eff- 
ciency as guardians of the pence to ask 
them oa any duty except the duty 
of a soldier, and so long as they perform 
that duty well they should be protectcd 
in their American privilege to vote as they 
ae mene I am a party man and earnestly 
elieve that political parties are necessary 
in this country, but there are sume func- 
tlone of government which never ought to 
be subject to the vicissitudes of party 
management and the police o! cities is 
one.
